A scries of flower shows during 
the summer months at which blooms 
in season will be exhibited, with a 
collective display of all available flow­ 
ers in the early fall, is planned by the 
Gettysburg Flower 
Club, 
youngest, 
but one of the most flourishing or­ 
ganizations in the community. 
Organized only a few weeks a g o :

now has twenty members, with others J 
joining daily.

according to Dr. C. B. Stouflfer, presi­ 
dent of the new organization, the 
exact date to be announced at the be­ 
ginning of next week. 
The court 
house plaza will be used as the place 
for the display of flow'ers. 
Plan First Show 
The initial display will probably be 
Delphiniums, 
Doctor 
S touter said, 
adding that that species of flowers 
would he about in full bloom within 
the next week or ten days. The first 
exhibition will be devoted entirely to 
Delphiniums, with future flower shows j 
being held. of blooms in season. 
Shows 
of 
asters, snap dragons, 
rose*, 
chrysanthemums 
and

popular and generally common varie­ 
ties of flowers will be held when each 
kind is in full bloom. 
Not only members of the club, but 
all persons interested in flowers and 
the beautification of town and homes 
by flowers will be given the privilege 
of exhibiting their blooms at the va- • 
rious shows, Doctor S touter stated. 
The club will exercise only supervisory I 
powers over the show. 
All spring and summer flowers are 
three weeks late in blooming, it was 
said by the club’s president, which 
accounts for not bolding any shows 
before this as the club had planned. 
Chief Display Jn Fall 
The general flower show' 
in the 
fall, the first of its kind ever a ttem p t-! 
cd locally, except for the unorganized | 
displays on Farm ers’ Day, is expected 
to attract thousands of flowers from 
hundreds of exhibitors. 
“But the holding of flower show’s 
is not the primary purpose of the 
flow cf 
club,” 
according to Doctor 
Stouter. ‘T h e primary purpose is to 
create a sentiment for general beau­ 
tification of Gettysburg by the plant­ 
ing of flowers in front and back yards 
and wherever a touch of color or 
breath of fragrance would make a 
home more attractive and more beau­ 
tiful.

A general movement locally,

parently without any directing head, 
with the general idea of petitioning 
the trustees of Gettysburg College to 
reconsider its action in barring girl 
students has come to the fore the last 
few days and has been 
gathering 
momentum as the importance of the 
ruling dawns upon the 
citizens of 
towm and county. 
The movement is not purely local 
but has spread rapidly throughout the 
area in the Lutheran denomination to 
which the influence and educational 
facilities 
of 
Gettysburg 
College 
spread. 
The 
Gettysburg 
Times 
received 
numerous communications from citi­ 
zens of the community and prominent 
Lutheran ministers of the tri-state 
district discussing the status of edu­ 
cational facilities for girls in Luther­ 
an families since the action of the 
college trustees 
forbids

mission of girl students.

Fire Company Resolutions 
The Gettysburg Fire Company, at 
a special meeting last Friday, passed 
the following resolution addressed to 
the board of trustees of Gettysburg 
College:

At a recent meet­ 
ing of tho Gettysburg Fire Com­ 
pany,

following resolution 
was passed without a dissenting 
voice, and is hereby presented 
for your earnest consideration.

Be it resolved, that the Gettys­ 
burg Fire Company, in meeting 
assembled, hereby earnestly 
re­ 
quests the board of trustees of 
Gettysburg College, 
to 
permit 
any girls of Gettysburg or vicini- • 
ty, who desire to obtain a college 
education, to attend the classes of 
said institution as day students. 
The firemen’s communication to the 
trustees is signed by William G. Wea­ 
ver 
as 
president, and G. A. Mc- 
McClellan, secretary. 
A number of churches have passed 
similar resolutions, it is announced. 
Action By Minority Vote . 
Co-education at Gettysburg College 
was abolished by a minority vote of 
the board of trustees of the institu­ 
tion at a meeting in Harrisburg, De­ 
cember l l, 1923, to become effective 
September 9, 1920, after which no 
women are to be admitted. 
Those 
girls now enrolled will be permitted 
to complete their courses, according 
to the ruling. 
There were 23 mem­ 
bers of the board at the meeting. 
The vote was 15 to bar women and 8 
against the action. 
There 
are 33 
members of the board of trustees, 
which makes less than half the board

With the identity of the thieves who 
robbed the unlocked safe in D. E. 
Brandt’s 
warehouse,

Tuesday night, shrouded in mystery, 
arrests seined more unlikely today 
than ever before*. 
State* police are 
without a clue, they admitted today, 
on which to work in the solution of 
the robbery in which $6,500 worth of 
Liberty bonds and promissory notes 
were obtained. 
Five hundred dollars worth of East 
Berlin National Bank stock, wrorth 
approximately $2,000, also was taken 
from one of the forced inner com- 
partments of the* strong box, but the 
certificate for this stock was found 
near the window through which the

probably 
early 
Wednesday 
morning. 
According to Brandt today he sus- 
pects no one of the robbery, although 
he said that it is his belief that the 
act was committed by persons familiar 
with his warehouse and the fact that 
frequently he left the main door of the 
I safe unlocked. 
Brandt said he oc­ 
casionally left tile door of tin- reposi­ 
tory unlocked lest burglars, attem pt­ 
ing to break into the safe, would dam ­ 
age it. 
No attempt has been mad** to sell 
any of tin* unregistered Liberty bonds 
taken by the thieves, so far as Brandt 
has been aide to learn, he said this 
afternoon.
